millions; 2,000 per annum expiated their guilt upon 
the scaffold during the reign of Henry the eighth. 
Even in the reign of Anne, so famous for its mental 
and literary culture, capital punishments were believed 
to be the best means of repressing crime, and the 
long roll of offences for which death was the penalty 
counted within it no less than 169 phases of guilt. 
But at last, just in proportion as the laws were san: 
guinary, criminals became ferocious; and an indis- 
criminating code became the source of impunity to 
the criminal. Men blinked at crime, or refused to 


prosecute When they knew that by so doing they 


aimed at human life; witnesses faltered, jurymen 
forgot their oaths, judges strained some doubtful 
quibble of the law, to free themselves from blood- 
guiltiness. Strange as it may seem, never was crime 
so rampant or so unpunished as when the hangman's 
cord visited all crimes alike. When death was the 
fate of forgery the proportion between forgeries and 
convictions was as 170 to 1 ! 

Then, at last, a reaction came, and an ill-considered 
lenity took the place of merciless severity. Longer or 
shorter terms of transportation became the penalties 
for crime, and he who was guilty here obtained em- 
ployment, liberty, and even wealth, in our distant 
colonies. But in time, this outlet for our home im- 
purity was dammed up, our colonies as they rose in 
power and importance refused to receive the convicts. 
The only place which would receive our criminals, 
Western Australia, within the last year did not re- 
ceive a single prisoner from us. It was needful to 
deodorize our criminality by remedial measures at 
home, since there was no unoccupied quarter on 
which we could discharge it abroad. 

Two gentlemen, Colonel Jebb and Captain Crofton 
have both laboured in this sphere, the one in England, 
the other in Ireland. It is not our part to examine into 
the respective merits of these gentlemen, or to pro- 
nounce which was the others superior in the noble art 
of doing good. Six years ago, upon the almost total 
suppression of transportation, Captain Crofton made 
certain propositions to the Irish Government, and, 
starting some new theories respecting convict refor- 
mation, he proposed to institute establishments to 
act as filterers between the prison and the commu- 
nity, in which the reformation ot the criminal would 
be tested ; his conduct under hard work and with coarse 
fare registered; and where while his days were spent 
in toil, his evenings would be devoted to les- 
sons of practical utility. The convicts were to be 
employed in draining marshes, embanking rivers, 
and forming harbours of refuge. The convicts were 
also to be carefully arranged into classes, with reference 
to the degrees of their crime. Means were devised 
whereby the community should be induced to join in 
re-establishing the reformed criminal, since all schemes 
for improvement and change within the penal 
prisons were found to be comparatively hopeless. 

It is to the credit of the Irish Government that 
Captain Croſton's suggestions were at once put in 
operation, We have had now, for four years, es- 
tablishments intermediate between the prison life and 
freedom, where the criminal is taught self-dependence 
and self-control. During these four years more than 
2,000 persons have been subjected to the influence 
of “* individualisation.” Several hundred old of- 
fenders have been employed in astate bordering upon 
freedom, in isolated stations, such as Spike Island and 
Lusk, without guards, and with only four or five 
officers to retain them. The men, occasionally trusted 
with small sums of money, or sent to a distance to 
execute commissions, have never deceived their 
officers. Employers who have taken convicts for three 
years, service continue to apply for others to fill their 
places when that period has expired. In this city 
above 100 conviets are daily employed on tickets of 
leave, They are visite i once every fortnight, their 
demeanour is watched and carefully registered. As a 
general rule, their conduct has been unexceptionable, 
and far beyond anything which could be expected 
from men brought up in thievery and educated in 

We published on Wednesday the “Fh annual 
Report" of the directors of Conviet prisons in Ireland. 
and we have reason to congratulate the country upon 
the results of Captain Crofton’s system. An unre- 
formed convict let loose upon the world when his 
term of sentence expires, is not only certain to re- 
turn to prison again upon a fresh break out, bat by 
his example and influence to bring others within its 
walls. Now under the Reformatory system during 
the last four years, 3,783 convicts have been dis-

Wedo not charge this use or 
rather perhaps abuse of patronage to Lord Palmers- 
ton’s actount—in these instances, as in the case of 
the Foreign Secretaryship, he may have had to yield to 
a pressure that he could not resist, and to forego his 
own predilections, and trifle with the interests of the 
the public, in order to satisfy the arrogant ‘preten- 
sions of Lord John Russell. In his restless rival 
Lord Palmerston will meet his most formidable dif- 
ficulty; for, as has been well remarked by the Satur- 
day Review, Every combination in which Lord John 
“ Russell is not distinctly chicf and Lord Palmerston 
“ distinctly subaltern, involves some sacrifice of am- 
“bition on the part of the former, and even though 
“he should bring himself to submit to it at first, it 
“is morally certain that he will repudiate it in the 
end.“ 

That a Cabinet which on the very threshold of office 
gives such significant proofs of internal dissensions, 
can long retain the confidence of the nation is impos- 
sible. The tone of their own journals proves 
that confidence is already shaken, and even the 
Times, though the bitter opponent of Lord Derby's 
adm nistration, does not speak hopefully of its suc- 
cess, nor address words more encouraging than the 
ominous warning that It will be in vain for the 
“new Cabinet to trust to its eloquence or its abilities, 
if it does not secur: for the execution of its designs, 
“the first and most influential point, the maintenance 
“ of internal unity. 


For ourselves, we do not view the present aspect 
of affairs with alarm, and scarcely with regret. 
Before long it must become manifest that internal 
unity cannot be maintained amongst such discordant 
elements as comprise the present coalition. When 
Lord Palmerston shall have been tanght that lesson 
it will be well for him if he learn another, namely, 
that there is a considerable Conservative element in 
a portion of his own Cabinet, and a compact and 
powerful Conservative party on the opposition ben- 
ches; and if he desires power, let him endeqvour to 
form a coalition not with the foes but the) friends 
of the constitution. The attempt we will vquture to 


then, and not till then, be instrumental in 
Government, in which no compromise of 

will be necessary, and which in this critical }uncture 
will be in a position to command the r¢spect of 
foreign nations, and to secure the blessings of peace 
to our own,

The present Ministers have not yet appealed to their 
constituencies, they have exercised no act ped te yo 
they have scarcely had time to enter the offices of their 
several ments, and yet they have elevated two 
gentlemen to the Peerage—Sir Benjamin Hall and Mr. 
Vernon Smith. It is, of course, most desirable that when 
a politician has established an inconvenient claim to 
office there should exist some honour which he may be 
induced to accept instead of the coveted post; nor can 
we doubt that in the cases of Sir Benjamin Hall and Mr. 
Vernon Smith the usefulness of the institution has 
been properly tested. But it remains to be seen 
how long the Peerage can be made to render such 
services without losing its efficiency as a part of 
the Constitution. It must be confessed that of late 
the privilege of creating Peers has been suffl- 
ciently asserted. In the memory of living men the 
House of Lords consisted of little more than 250 mem- 
bers, even counting the 28 representatives of the Irishs 
Peerage ; now the number is about 460, and there iy 
every reason to believe that in a few i: will have reache 
500. In fact, since the advent to power of the second 
Pitt theBritish Peerage has changed its character. Pitt's 
licy placed the greater part of the Tory gentry in the 
Jpper House, and Pitt’s successors kept possession 
of power for the first 30 years of this cen- 
tury. The consequence was that the rural ba- 
lance of power was disordered, and in every 
county there were old, wealthy, and powerful 
Whig families in the ranks of the commonalty, 
while much inferior houses enjoyed the honours of 
the Peerage. That Earl Grey and Lord Melbourne 
should have advised King William and her present 
Majesty to remedy these inequalities was only natural, 
nor can we blame them, althongh from 1830 to 1841 an 
immense increase was made in the number of the Lords, 
an increase loudly protested against by the Tories of 
that day. And now we have two new Peerages, while 
other ambitious Whigs, will, no doubt, make their way 
to that empyrean of earthly greatness—the Upper 
House. To this must be added the constant increase 
by the establishment of claims to dormant titles, 
the calling out of abeyance of baronics by writ, 
and the sundering of these old dignities from the 
higher ones with which they were held. Thus 
within the last year the two Scotch Peerages of 
Newburgh and Herries have been successfully claimed ; 
a nephew of the late Duke of Leeds has succeeded to his 
barony of Conyers, no doubt other events of the same 
kind have taken place. ‘The extinctions of Peerages by 
failure of heirs by no means counteracts this constant 
increase, and it is for the Lords, who have shown them- 
selves so indignant at the very moderate and reasonable 
| of creating one or two lawyers Peers for life, 
to consider how far the indefinite extension of their num- 
bers is consistent with their dignity and usefulness. To 
us it seems that a change in the constitution of the 
upper house must sooner or later be the result of this 
extravagant scattering of honours. 


The Daily News on the recent fatal accidents at 
Oxford :— 

Our young men are sufficiently eager at this moment 
about rifle practice. They have much to say (which is 
quite true) of the benefit of that exercise of limb and 
sense; and yet not one in ten of them probably ever saw 
the duty or expediency of learning to swim. They are 
ambitious to be at ease in the presence of an enemy; but 
they take no pains to be at home im the water. One of 
them, at the universities alone, goes down into the weeds 
every few months, and the hearts of hundreds of parents 
sink within them at the perils of Oxford and Cambridge 
boating. Parties of the young men go to the Scotch, or 
English, or Irish lakes, to read during the vacation. Oneor 
two at a time get into skiffs, as dangerous as those com- 
plained of at Oxford. and off they go, careless ofall warning 
about the local dangers, and bathe in wrong places, or 
capsise, their boat. Every year there are deaths by 
drowning at the frequented lakes; and the victims are 
usually young men, lost (almost always near the shore) 
for want of being able to swim. 

When is there to be an end of this? Asa stimu- 
lus to make the art of swimming a part of education, let 
two facts be taken to heart. Fifty years or more ago, at 
an eminent Dissenter’s school—one ut the largest in Eng- 
land—a boy was drowned in bathing. An usher was 
with the party, and how it happened no one could well say. 
The boy was missed, and was lying under very shallow 
water. From that day forward bathing was forbidden at 
that sch»ol, instead of a swimming master being pro- 
vided. A generation of denominational gentlemen grew 
up conspicuously inapt at the use of their limbs—and 
some of them more timid in consequence than English- 
men like to be, or to be thought. Ihe manifestation of 
this helplessness need not be described. On the other 
hand, we learn by a recent letter to the Times, from an 
Oxford man, that the Bishop of New Zealand, well 
kuown as a fine pattern of “ muscular Christianity,” in- 
troduced at Eton a system of “ passing” a swimming 
examination, in preparation for being allowed to go out 
in boats; since which date no fatal boat accident has 
occurred at Eton, though boats are capsised there more 
frequently than at the universities. 

Will not the authorities at Oxford and Cambridge, 
and educators everywhere, take the hint? The 1u8 
Professor of Medicine at Oxford, Dr. Acland, has 
much for the saving of human life by sending out into 
the world a long series of professional men and landed 
proprietors instructed in sanitary science, and aware of 
the duties it imposes. Hamlets, villages, towns, will be 
freed from preventible causes of death by the pupils he 
has sent forth, in long succession, to their estates, their 
— cures, or their professional walk of life. Will not

In another genera- 
tion such an un death as that of the young 
Exeter Col student, on the 13th instant, ought to be 
as improbable as murder on the High Street.

The Queen has been graciously pleased to confirm the 
grant of decoration of the Victoria Cross to the undermen- 
tioned officer of her Majesty's army, which decoration has 
been provisionally conferred upon him by the Commander- 
in-Chief in India, in accordance with the rules lid down in 
her Majesty's warrant imstituting the same, for an act of 
bravery perfirmed by him in that country, when serving 
under his personal command, as recorded against his name, 
viz. :'— 
i2d Regiment—Lieutenant Francis Edward Henry Farqu- 
harson ; date e act of braverv, March 9th, 1858.— For con- 
spicuous bravery, when engaged be ore Lucknow, on the 9th 
of March, 1858. in having led a portion oí his company, 
stormed a astion mounting two guns, and spiked the guns, 
by which the advanced position, held during the nigbt of the 
9th of March, were rendered secure from the tire of artillery. 
Lieutenant Farquharsen was severely wounded, while 
holding an advanced position, on the morning of the 10th of 
March.

PRUSSIA—THE WAR. 

Brnlix, Wepnespay.—The official Prussian Gazetre 
of to-day, ina leading article, says, amongst other things, 
as follows — ‘Ihe Franco-Sardinian army is moving 
near the frontiers of Germany. The Prussian govern- 
ment has repeatedly declared that it regards the security 
of Germany as intrusted to its care. The Italian con- 
flict is assuming every day increasing dimensions. Eng- 
land and Russia are arming on the greatest scale. The 
Prussian government would be faithless to its duty, and 
to the sense of the nation, if it would refuse to act com- 
mensurately with that spirit by which Prussia becomes 
great. Prussia is free from every engagement: she obeys 
only those obligations which spring from the innermost 
nature of her state interest. It will be soon seen whether 
Prussla's initiative will be supported by the necessary 
interest of the German States. Prussian policy stands 
firm, and whoever lays obstacles in its way may 
consider that he is rendering a service to the enemies of 
the fatherland.

BURNING OF THE STALWART. 


FROM Scott AND Co.—About 1°30 p.m.,on the 12th 
inst., weather being then , the captain of Princess 
Helena observed signals of distress, and on making a 
clearance perceived a vessel about three or four 
miles ahead, from which large volumes of smoke 
were issuing. Upon further observation he perceived 
flames rising to the mizen top. He then steered towards 
the ship, took in sail, and rounded as close as was con- 
sistent with safety. Found three boats belonging to 
the Stalwart, containing passengers, part of luggage, 
and crew, then in the water ready for abandoning the 
ship. Took passengers and crew with the luggage and 
specie amounting to 25,000 dollars on board, and left the 
scene of disaster about 3 p.m. 

Stalwart then appeared to be settling down. After 
part of ship being burned to water’s edge, weather set 
in thick and foggy ; and about 4.30, p.m., having again 
made a clearance, nothing of the burning vessel was to 
be seen.

Judge Hayes suggested that the latter part of the defence, 
traversing the article, being a libel on the plaintiff, sould be 
left out, and that it should be simply a general denial of the 
article being a libel. 

Mr. Maclonough, Q.C., contended that the defence ought 
to be, as stated by Mr. Exham, and cited the case of Shonge 
v. Fahey in support of his statement.

The question of employing the Austrian prisoners is 
the next one taken up. The leaning towards despatch- 
ing them to Algiers is evident. Whether this place will 
be considered a safe one will not be known till after it 
shall have been debated by the prudent economists of 
the day. The adoption of military cultivation’ of the 
soil, which has been already essayed in Algeria, leaves 
so much to desire that the suggestion although imper- 
fectly and vaguely presented, has met already with the 
most violent opposition. The Romans are of! course 
most plentifully quoted, for the French are driven by 
their love of argument into classical example and rea- 
soning on every occasion. The Romans therefpre are 
taken as patterns in this matter, and the most 
unjust proceeding justified by Latin verse and 
prose until it is supposed that no doubt to its perfect 
equity can remain upon the public mind soners taken 
from the barbarians, and the case is made to apply in all 
its bearings with admirable pliability of reasoning. The 
French army in time of peace has always been made to 
labour for the State. Henry Quatre was the first 
monarch who thus found means to utilize the immense 
standing army which the public danger compelled him 
to keep up. The famous company of one thousand 
marksmen who constructed the canal of Breare—the 
battalion of fantassins, employed in the junction of the 
Lys with the Aa- the fortifications of Brest and Landeau, 
besides the tremendous works of the Canal du Centre, 
have all left historical proof that the French army has 
not been suffered to remain in idleness during the 
time of peace any more than during war. The 
First Consul Bonaparte adopted the plan which had 
been in disuse during the reign of Louis Seize. He ordered 
the works of the Canal de Ou to be conducted by 
his brigades, and at Vimereux and Ambleteure the army 
constructed those magnificent dykes which have become 
the marvel of the country. All these souvenirs have 
been evoked with what success will presently be:seen, to 
prove that the best way of arriving at the construction 
of railways in Algeria will be to despatch thither the 
whole of the Austrian prisoners. The contractors of 
the lines would be competled to employ them, and they 
would remain under military government. The brigades 
so employed would bestationery. Others would be formed 
which would be moveable, and would be drilled in mili- 
tary fashion into the use of the plongh, the harrow, and 
the —— When perfect in the agricultural ex- 
ercise they would sally forth in different troops to various 
parts of the country, and moving from farm to farm, aid 
in gathering in the crops, draining or sowing, according 
to the season.

he cable was designed, it appears, to speak at the rate 
of 10 words a minute through lengths not exceeding 500 
knots; but in connecting Suakin and Suez direct, a dis- 
tance of 800 miles, it was found that experienced hands 
could work at from eight to ten words per minute 
through the whole length, and by making a relay, or 
translation station, of Cossier, a speed of from thirteen 
to fifteen words was obtained. This is an unlooked-for 
and highly satisfactory result. The greatest depth be- 
tween Cosseir and Suakin wag about 450 fathoms. 

At Suakin the com, secured a splendid three- 
storled stone house, at the low rent of £40 per annum. 
The instrumer room is 30 feet high and 10 by 30 feet 
large.

PRINTING UNDER Dirricucess,—By an article of th 
French eede, eVery possessor of a clandestine printing 
office is liable to a penalty of 10,000 francs, * impri 
sonment tor six months. A short time ayo u photo 
grapher was found to be in the practice of printing 
writings in the following manuer:—lHe took a glass 
plate which he covered. with “an VPage Variish, un 
which he traced the words he desired to feprod wt, 
cutting down through the varnish to the glas; plate 
with a sharp-pointed instrument, Ille then took a sheet 
of chemically prepared paper, aud exposed it under the 
glass to the action of the light in the ordinary manne’, 
the result being that the letters traced on the val 
nish Were printed on the paper, which was {hen 
treated with a fixing agent, and the thing was complete 
The matter coming to the knowledge of the police, the? 
made a descent upon his premises, and seized the things 
necessary to prove the facts given above, and the case 
came betore the tribunal of Marseilles, which dacided 
that it did not come under the article of the cose re- 
ferred to. Against this decision the public prosecutor 
appealed, and the affair was brought before the Imperial 
Court at Aix, which annulled the decision of the 
Marseilles tribunal, and inflieted the full penalty of fine 
and imprisonment allowed by the law. The unfortunate 
photographer new exercised his right of appeal. His 
counse! urged several objections against the con vietion jt he 
chief of which was that the article in question specified vr.
